DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1-6 are objected to under 37 C.F.R. Rule1.75(d)(1). The terms and the 
phrases used in the claims must find clear support or antecedent basis in the 
description so that the meaning of the terms in the claims may be ascertainable by 
reference to the description. The terms in the claims are different from the terms in the 
specification or are being used in a completely inconsistent and incomprehensible way. 
Correction is required throughout the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 is incomprehensible in view of what is 
disclosed in the specification. The first limitation, "a device body loaded with respect to 
an unit in which the adapter device is loaded" is incomprehensible. The second 
limitation, "a loading portion provided at the device body, and adapted so that there is 
loaded an electronic equipment in which at least semiconductor integrated circuit 
elements are included, the electronic equipment being provided with a first terminal 
portion" is likewise indefinite. The remainder of the claims are similarly 
incomprehensible. For purposes of analysis, it is assumed that applicant is claiming an 
ic card adapter. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaneda et al. ("Kaneda"). Kaneda discloses an IC card adapter. Claimed variations of 
it would have been obvious at the time of the invention.
